The bill, the last major legis- 
lation passed by the Eighty-third 
Congress, increases present and 

future benefits, boosts taxes to 
foot the bills, and extends cov- 
erage of the system to 10,000,- 
000 additional persons. 

‘ Higher Benefits. 

The higher benefit checks for 
6,500,000 persons now on the 
rolls will go out in early October, 
a moph before the fall elections. 

Republicans make no bones of 
their expectation of reaping a 
political profit from the measure. 
But Democrats in Congress con- 
tended the voters would not for- 
get i spate party originated the 
s0C securify system 20 years 
aoe and long has fought to ex- 


pand it. 

All .of the 5,000,000 retired 
persons now on the social se- 
curity rolls will get a minimum 
increase of $5 a month effective 
with their September check. The 
average apyment for these per- 
sons is expected to go up $6 
to about $57. The 1,500,000 sur- 
vivors and dependents will re- 
ceive proportioniate hikes. 

The benefit formulas are re- 
written so that future benefits 
will increase considerably. For 
instance, the maximum payment 
for an individual will be $108.50 
instead of $85 as at present, For 
a couple the new maximum will 
be $162.75 instead of the pres- 

0 ent $127.50. 

' The salary tax base will go 
up from $3600 to $4200 yearly 
effective next Jan. 1. Thus an 
individual earning $4200 or more 
a year will have to pay $12 in 
additional taxes starting in 1955; 
his employer must do the same. 
For self-employed earning at 
least $4200, the tax boost will 
be $18. The 2 per cent rate 
for employed workers and the 3 
per cent rate for self-employed, 
do not change until 1960. .

procure a classified document is 
to make “lawful demand.” This 


means either by subpena or to 


make demand of the head of 
the agency or the department, 
or of the person lawfully in pos- 
session of such document and 
who is authorized by law to 
transmit it. In our opinion, the 
above procedures are the only 
ones compatible with the needs 
of the nation to protect the se- 
curity. of classified information. 
Government employes have 
neither the duty nor the right 
to pilfer the classified or secret 


files of their agencies. 

As a practical matter, if 
Senator McCarthy’s invitations 
were followed and such prac- 
tices indulged, there would be 
no way to safeguard secrets 
of the highest importance to 
this nation, including secrets 
related to the FBI, the CIA, 
the Army, Navy, and Air Force, 
and the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, This would imperil 
the entire security system of 
the government. Accordingly, 
Senator McCarthy merits ser- 
fous criticism, and it also fol- 
lows that Senator McCarthy 
may have violated the law in 
receiving and making use of 
the 2\4-page document. 


Again the responsibility for 
making a determination with re- 
spect to Sénator McCarthy’s re- 
ceiving and using this 244-page 
document rests with the Depart- 


ment of Justice. 


We feel the questions raised 


by this 214-page document inci- 
dent are of the utmost gravity 
in that they vitally affect the se- 
curity of the United States.

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Dirksen Questions Armys 
Undue Influence 


Charge of 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 (Ar). 


Here is the supplementary statement submitted by Senator Dirksen 
(Rep.), Illinois, to the majority report on the McCarthy-Army 


inquiry: 


ESTEEM it necessary to submit some supplementary views in 
| order to properly emphasize and highlight certain aspects of 
the controversy which the committeé was called upon to inves- 
tigate. To reduce the 36-day hearing with its 2,000,000 words of 


testimony to its simplest terms, 


the Army alleged that Senator 


McCarthy and certain members of his staff sought by improper 
means to secure preferential treatment for G. David Schine, who 
had served as an uncompensated consultant to the committee staff. 


Senator McCarthy for himself and staff charged that the allega- 


tions were made in bad faith and designed to deter the work 


of the committee. 


Nothing else is involved. The 
Collateral matters such as the 
use of vehement language in 
the hearing involving Gen. 
Zwicker, the case of Dr. Irving 
Peress, the question of military 
or FBI clearance for committee 
staff members, the abbreviated 
copy of the FBI document, the 
correlary question of the pro- 
‘priety or legality of the disclos- 
ure of confidential information 
by persons in the federal serv- 
ice, and similar matters have 
no bearing on and are in no way 
‘relevant to the charges and 
countercharges. While these un- 
related matters deserve consid- 
eration as questions of policy 
or conduct, the committee could 
not properly entertain them be- 
cause this is a special committee 
‘created for one and only one 
purpose and that was to evalu- 
ate the truth or falsity of the 
‘former charges made by the 
Army on the one hand and the 
countercharges made by Senator 
McCarthy for himself and his 
associates on the other. 


Reference to Schine’s Work. 
Nor is the question of the 
amount or type ‘of work per- 
formed by Mr. Schine as an un- 
paid staff consultant before the 
‘committee. How much or how 
little, or the quality of the work 


‘he may have performed, relates 


only to the operations of the 
regular Investigating Commit- 
tee and must be resolved as a 
matter of committee policy. 
| The Army charges involve no 
statutory offense. The element 
of legality is not before the com- 
‘mittee. The charge concerns 
' itself with personal conduct. The 
committee is therefore confront- 
ed with the task of rendering 
a moral or ethical judgment. 
One of the most revealing as- 
pects of the whole proceeding 
is the factor of time. It was four 
months after Mr. Schine joined 
the committee staff ‘(February 
1953) that the first alleged im- 
proper effort was made to assist 
‘him in securing an Army com- 
mission (July 1953). Four months 
later (October 1953) the commit- 
tee first began to formalize its 
investigation at Fort Monmouth. 
One month later (November 
1953) Mr. Schine was drafted. 
In January of 1954 came the 


first indication that the commii- 


tee would subpena certain mem- 

, bers of the Army Loyalty and 
Screening Board. And very 
shortly thereafter the Army 
began to compile from various 
notes and memoranda, the 
events which dealt with the ef- 
, forts in behalf of Mr. Schine 
and which were issued in March 
of 1954 as the so-called “Chron- 
ology of — fo 2 
in the appendix. On“ Apr! 
1954, the Army filed its formal 
charges, based upon the chrono- 
logical recital of events men- 
tioned above. 

It was therefore 13 months 
after Mr. Schine joined the 

committee staff that the so- 

called “Chronology of Events“ 
was released to certain members 
of Congress, and 14 months 
after he came to Washington 
that the formal charges were 
filed. 

In that long period of more 
than a year, there was no hint 
of anger or hostility or bitter- 
ness or friction between the 
Army and the Committee. It 
was, in fact, a period of con- 
genial and felicitious relation- 
ship, marked by such differences 
of opinion as one might reason- 
ably expect. 

Prize Fights and Luncheons. 

The record discloses that in 
October, November and Decem- 
ber 1953—nine months after Mr. 
Schine joined the staff—there 
were dinners and luncheons, 
prize fights and theater tickets, 
visits to the Stork Club and 
luncheon at the exclusive Mer- 
chants Club, photographs and 
dinner at the Waldorf apartment 
of Mr. and Mrs. Schine. Secre. 
tary Stevens, Mr. Adams, Sena- 
tor McCarthy, Roy Cohn and 
Frank Carr appeared at one or 
more of these functions. These 
are not the amenities of men 
who deem each other guilty of 
improper conduct or bad faith. 
These are not the actions of 
responsible men who suspect 
each others’ purposes or mo- 
tives. 

Significant also is the fact 

that not until Senator McCarthy 
in late January of 1954, served 
notice that subpenas would be 
issued for certain members of 
the Army Loyalty and Screen- 
ing Board, did the first hints 
that a controversy was brewing 
over Mr. Schine and Mr. Cohn 
come to light. Until January 22, 
1954, when Mr. Adams called 
on me and suggested my inter- 
vention to Halt the issuance of 
the subpenas, neither I nor any 
‘other members of the Commit- 
tee had any knowledge that the 
‘alleged activities in behalf of 
Mr. Schine were regarded as 
— 4 — or might prove embar- 
rassing to the Committee if dis- 
closed to the public. How then 
does one escape the conviction 
that the Schine matter was 
closely coupled with the sub- 
the Army Loyalty 
ening Board and would 
never have been revealed if 
Senator McCarthy had not in- 
sisted on summoning the mem- 
bers of this board. If this 1s 
the case—and I firmly believe 
that it was—a motive for mak- 
ing the charges against Senator 
McCarthy and his staff was 
elearly established. 

Finally, a review of the moni- 
tored telephone calls impels the 
conclusion that the Secretary of 
the Army entertained no belief 
of improper means or influence 
on the part of Senator McCarth 
or his staff. One monitored call

That call was made 13 months 
after Mr. Schine joined the com- 
mittee staff. It came about 
three weeks after the date of the 
last item set forth in the 
“Chronology of events” (Number 
44). That call was made three 
weeks after the date of the last 
specification (Number 29) in the 
formal Army charges. And it 
took place five weeks before the 
formal Army charges were filed 
on April 13, 1954. This can only 
mean that Secretary Stevens 
was fully acquainted with every 
facet and angle of the Schine 
story. * 
Quotes Phone Conversation. 

_ Against this background, Sec- 
retary Stevens said in the 
course of that telephone call, 
“I personally think that any- 
thing in that line would prove 
to be very much exaggerated. 
That would be my opinion. In 
other words, I think there has 


been some talk around that has 
been—some talk around that has 
been very much exaggerated 
over anything that is there. I 
am the Secretary and I have had 
some talks with the committee 
and the chairman, and s0 on, 
and by and large as far as the 
treatment of me is concerned, 
I have no personal complaint. 
In other words—when he got 
after Zwicker, of course then | 
I hollered, but as far as I per- 
sonally am concerned I don’t 
have a lot of stuff 80 far as my 
contact with Joe or the ‘com- 
mittee is concerned.” 


Even though this statment is 
lifted out of context, it does no 
violence to the thought. The 
Secretary had no complaint 
about the treatment he received, 
He thouglit there had been some 
exaggerated talk. He did not 
have a lot of stuff so far as his 
contact with Joe or the com- 
mittee was concerned. What 
then shall one say of the Army’s 
charges? 

I am fully sensible of the in- 
timations which have been made 
from time to time that my bias 
lay on one side of this contro- 
versy.

It is a refreshing interlude in 
these days of heavy hunting and 
fishing pressure to find an oasis 
in the rapidly dwindling re- 
sources where game and fish 
abound—a place where practical 
down-to-earth applied biology 
has produced results that could 
never have come out of a test 
tube or a microscope, Not only 

is there an abundance of game 

| and fish, but there can be found 
on this 1000-acre tract every 
bird and mammal native to the 
midwest with one possible ex- 
ception—the beaver. 


Charles C. Miller of Dexter, 
Mo., owns this tract, nine miles 
from Dudley, and it is known 
as the Greenhead Hunting and 
Fishing Club. Membership in the 
organization is small and no new 
members are being admitted. 
Last year Miller was awarded 
lifetime membership in the 

outheast Missouri Sportsmen's 
Association in recognition of his 
outstanding work through the 
years in wildlife restoration. 
Some 200 acres of the tract are 


timber and cultivated crops. 


Audubon Societies and nature 
lovers would find a veritable 
treasure trove of wildlife in this 
semi-sanctuary. All manner of 
aquatic and terrestial birds are 
present in profusion. Pileated 
woodpeckers are found in large 
numbers. Hummingbirds are 
frequently seen feeding from the 
nectar of the wild flowers. 
Egrets, distinguished by their 
black legs and yellow bills, stand 
like alabaster statues, and great 
blue herons lazily fly over the 
tupelo and cypress trees that 
stud the lake area. 


Racoons Give Early Show. 


Mink, raccoon and muskrat 
tracks mingle at the water's 
edge, and freshly-opened mussel 
shells mark the late banquet 
table of a feasting oon. A half 
dozen or more young ‘coons can 
be sighted on one early morning 
walk. These playful, half-grown 
children of the woods frolic and 
cuff each other like young pup- 
pies, unaware that they are be- 
ing observed, and soon, tiring 
of play, make their way to a 
den tree to peacefully snooze 
away the heat of the day, await- 
ing the coming of another dawn 
when again they can feed and 
play in this protected sanctuary. 

Miller tells of an old male 
*eoon that had lost both front 
feet in a steel trap. ‘This patri- 
arch ambled along on his hind 
legs much like a “punch-drunk” 
prize fighter. 

Two years ago a house wren 
built her nest in a glass minnow 
trap hanging under one of the 
cottages and raised her family 
of three in this transparent ob- 
servatory, This year a phoebe 
built her nest and raised her 
brood on top of the metal box 
of the loud-clanging telephone 
gong that Miller had placed near 
the eaves of the main lodge. The 
gong was installed for the pur- 
pose of stepping up the volume 
of the telephone bell so that 
Miller could hear the telephone 
ring when out on the lake or 
when in the hickory and oak 
grove adjacent to the lodge. 

Story of Buck, the Fawn. 

Three years ago, Art Bernard. 
conservation agent for Stoddard 
County, took to the Miller place 
a small, emaciated fawn that 
was given only a fighting chance 
to live. It was put on a milk 
formula and fed from a bottle. 
At first it was confined in a 
cage of wire netting, but later, 
as it gained strength, it was re- 
leased to come and go as it 
pleased. Soon it answered to 
the name of “Buck,” and three 
bottles of milk were the ration 
each night and morning. Prompt- 
ly’ at daylight the now sleek, 
spotted male fawn would paw 
on the screen door for its break- 
fast. Each day at the noon hour 
it would return for the midday 
feed and then, after having its 
sides rubbed and its ears 
scratched by all present, Buck 
would amble off into the woods 
until the next dawn. Almost 
overnight Buck disappeared and 
was seen no more. 

Recently the writer spent the 
weekend squirrel-hunting with 
Miller at the lodge. White sit- 
ting under a hickory tree, wait- 
ing for a bushvtail to appear, a 
young “three-point deer was ob- 
served feeding nearby. We ap- 

roached the deer which was 

idden in a dense growth of 
swamp grass and, as we drew 
near, it gave forth a startled 
whistle and bounded away. 

“Buck,” we gently called and 
the deer stopped in its tracks. 
We stood still with our arms out- 
stretched and the animal ap- 

roached a few steps, shook its 
Coal, waved its white flag, and 
then came a few steps closer. 
Soon it was joined by another 
three-point buck which discreetly 
kept a greater distance. 

In the meantime, the deer be- 
lieved by us to be Buck ap- 
proached within 15 feet, while in 
the far distance we spied a 
heavily-antlered forest monarch 
that was sagely viewing the en- 
tire performance. It soon ‘tired 
of the youngster’s brashness and 
gave forth a warning snort. All 
three immediately bounded away 
in graceful symmetry and quickly 
disappeared. 

We will never know whether 
or not it was Buck, but who 
knows how long is the memory 
of a deer? We will always be- 
lieve it was our long-lost friend 
and will cherish the thought that 
Buck still remembered us.

Geneva marked the end of the 
open warfare in which the two

A condition not of peace but of 
co-existence now prevails. 

It is founded upon the par- 
tition of Germany, Korea, Indo- 
china, and of China itself. The 
partitions have produced a kind 
of truce. For partition is what 
happens when two rival powers 
cannot agree and cannot settle 
the issues by fighting. And the 
partition of great countries, like 
Germany and China, cannot be 
permanent. ; 


An Unitable Truce. 


The present global truce may 
therefore be to last 
only as long as these partitions 
can be made to last. The truce 
is almost certain to come to a 
great crisis whenever the na- 
tional forces in any of these 
countries upset the partition. 

Because the truce is so un- 
stable, it is impossible for the 
alliance not to engage in active 
diplomacy for the purpose of 
protecting the truce and of pre- 
paring the way for a workable 
and acceptable reunification. 

But the Administration is not 
yet in a position to participate

IN ANSWER TO CAROL M. H.: If the bridegroo 
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The Alcoholic 
By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


HE CURE of an alcoholic husband depends largely on 
the loyal support and understanding help of his wife, 
and it is not easy for any wife to take à calm and un- 
critical attitude toward drink when it is associated with 
unpaid rent, neglected children and—perhaps—brutality. 
No one can be astonished if she upbraids her husband, gets 
his friends and relatives to do the same, and perhaps calls 
on the minister or his lodge brothers to expostulate with 
him. Yet these are exactly the wrong steps for her to take. 
In a recent column I referred to the latest book on 
the subject, Edward J. McGoldrick Jr.'s “Management of 
the Mind.” Here are some of his general suggestions to a 
wife. They will not fit every case, but they represent a 
useful point of view. 

Don’t pity the alcoholic or treat him as an invalid. 
You must help him to recognize that he alone bears the 
responsibility for his actions, Don’t give him any consola- 
tion, any subsidy, with the sole exception of medical aid 
if he needs it. When he is temporarily sober, explain to 
him that you are willing to help him if he makes a real 
effort, to help himself.

DON’T CONDEMN, criticize, or bring up past bad 
behavior to the alcoholic who is making a sincere effort 
to reform, Suspicion, nagging, and reminder that “We could 


have a television set, too, if you didn’t squander the money . 


on drink such attitudes will put him back on the bottle. 

Make his responsibilities clear to him but don’t saddle 
him with unnecessary ones. 

Above all, treat him as a rational, normal, human 
being. That is what he wants to become and he is trying 
to become. Your treating him as such, will help restore 
his self-confidence, spur him on to greater effort. 

Establish a routine in the home. See that well-balanced 
meals are served on time, that he has regular hours for 
sleep and gets proper exercise.

Help him to find some meaning in life. Religion is 
more likely ta be useful than anything else, provided 
you can him from emotional appeals and condem- 
nation of his past.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


O much has been written of 

late about exterior paint fail- 

ures that some people become 
jumpy just at the mention of the 
word “paint.” If the paint on 
the outside walls of their home 
changes one bit, they get all ex- 
cited and start wondering if 
maybe they shouldn't have it all 
removed and a new coat applied. 
This state.of affairs is hard on 
the nerves and it’s hard on the 
paint. 

Exterior house paint after it 
has been exposed to the weather 
for a time will begin to chalk. 
This is the normal way for it to 
age. 

By chalking we mean that if 
you rub your fingers across the 
paint, some powder will come 
off on your finger. 

This chalking process is im- 
portant for it accomplishes two 
things. First, it keeps the paint- 
ed surface clean, for each time 
it. rains, some of the surface 
paint is removed and with it 
goes the surface dirt. The second 
important function of the chalk- 
ing process is to uce the 
thickness of the paint After 
the paint has been on for four 
or five years, the thiekness of 
the coating has been so reduced 
by the chalking process that a 
fresh coat of paint can be ap- 
plied without any danger of 
building up so thick a coating 
of the paint that it will pull 
away from the wood by its own 
weight. 

The thing to worry about with 
exterior paint then, is not chalk- 
ing, but any signs that the paint 
film has cracked to allow mois- 
ture to reach the wood under- 
neath. This could be in the form 
of blisters or peeling paint or 
with “alligatoring” which is a 
condition where deep.cracks ap- 
_pear in the paint film. Any of 
these are danger signs and the 
paint in that area should be re- 
moved and replaced.
